WASHINGTON — Attorney General Brownell 
is launching some bare-knuckie crack-down* on 
congressmen — all of them so far tkwocrats. 
In the next two months he plans to indict 
approximately eight congre.s.smen, and possibly 
more, for income tax eva.sion. 
The fir.st of these ca.ses came to a head i>e- 
fore a grand jury in Boston last week when 
Democratic congressman Thomas Lane of Mas- 
sachu.setts was indicted. 
Others on Brownell's 
list include two from the south, one from Cali­ 
fornia, two from Pennsylvania. 
One congressman whom Brownell has had 
the ax out to get is William Green of Philadel­ 
phia, boss of the Democratic machine in a city 
which has been Republican-controlled almost 
ever since the Civil War, but which has been 
Democratic for the pa.st five years. Green, who 
ia the Philadelphia Democratic chairman, has 
had hli taxes gone over with a fine-tooth comb, 
during which the tax agents found he had 
failed to chalk up $1,200 from the sale of a lot. 
Green stated to this column that it wa.s an 
honeat oversight made by his bookkeeper. Whe­ 
ther Brownell’s boys will view k that way ia 
•omething else again. 
Significantly, Brownell also cracked down on 
one of the potent Democratic leadt'ra of West 
Virginia, Homer Hanna, with an income tax 
indictment last week — just as West Virginia 
Democrats were trying to pick a successor to 
Senator Harley Kilgore. 
Hanna haa picked a 
lot of senators in the past. 
NOTE — Democratic income tax administra­ 
tors were more lenient — too lenient. 
When 
the attention of Commissioner Joe Nunan was 
called to the fact that Senator .Joe McCarthy 
was found to be $3,500 off by Wi.scon.s!n income 
tax officials, Nunan observed: " Oh. we would 
not bother a senator who was only $3,000 off.” 
Nunan himself, later ended in jail. 
McCarthy 
was given a clean tax bill by Republican tax 
commissioner T. Coleman Andrews. 
Gaa Lo bby 
One month has now passed since Senator 
Lyndori Johnson of Texas, the handsome Senate 
Democratic leader, lashed out at Republican 
Senator Case of South Dakota for impugning 
the integrity of the Senate. ‘‘The good name of 
the Senate,” he proclaimed, “must be pro­ 
tected.”

It came out only after

Patman’i 
expense accounts .showed two visits.

Dr. Jo rdan Say s— 
Term ^Nervous Breakdown^ 
Covers V arying Illnesses 


By EdwUi p. Jordan. M.D. 
F. F. asks for a di.scussion of 
nervous breakdown and what 1* 
the best treatment for it. This is 
an important subject but the ques­ 
tion cannot be an.swered definitely 
since the “best treatment” will 
vary from pt‘rson to person. 
The reason is that the term 
“nervous breakdown” is used rath­ 
er vaguely and doe.s not a{>ply, 
medically speaking, to any single 
mental or nervous disorder. 
It is true that some of those who 
are said to be suffering from 
a 
nervous breakdown are only mild­ 
ly ill and the cause seems to be 
worry, nervous fatigue, or .some 
other form of remediable distress. 
In many, the symptoms are rela­ 
tively mild, 
and recovery often 
comes fairly quickly. 
In others, 
“nervous breakdown” is used to de­ 
scribe some serious mental disease 
involving great alteration of per­ 
sonality and long-term treatment. 
\s in other human ailments, the 
problem Ls to find out what is 
causing the 
nervous 
or 
mental 
difficulty. 
This is not always easy. The 
causes of many menial conditions 
are not thoroughly understotxi. 
Some of them may come from 
the heavy strains of modern life 
and the great mental tensions pro­ 
duced by the world of today. A 
few, but by no means all, are 
possibly inherited. 
Mental 
treatment 
(psychother­ 
apy) administered by brain spe­ 
cialists, physical therapy (includ­ 
ing hot or cold baths), re.st, hand­ 
work, and shock treatments and 
certain drugs, are often hel{>ful and 
have brought thousands biick to 
normal. 
Althoii^ much stil! has to be 
learned about causes, prevention 


and treatment of the various kinds 
of mental diseases, progress is al­ 
ready far advanced and even bet­ 
ter results will surely come. 
Fortunately many will recover 
and find themselves quite normal 
again. IjOt.s of peo{>Ie who have 
gone away for a while with a ner­ 
vous breakdow’n come back to their 
family and friends entirely re.stor- 
ed to health 
Family, friends and neighbor* 
should always be careful not to 
criticize, particularly since the vic­ 
tim of one of these nervous dis­ 
orders ia likedy to l)€ extremely 
sensitive. They would not criticize 
someone who suffered from other 
illnesses and the person with any 
kind of “nervous breakdown” is no 
more responsible for his or her 
condition than if he or she had 
some other disorder. 
There are tw'o excellent discus­ 
sions of this and related problems 
which some of the readers of this 
column may wi.sh to read.

NEW YORK {3—A commission 
of the 
N a t i o n a l Council of 
Churdies in the U.S.A. has con­ 
demned the practice of buying or 
« oiling radio and television time 
for religious broadcasts. 
It also believes free time should 
be given to religious programs at 
peak evening hours. 
The council 
is 
made up of 
Prdlestanr and Eastern Orthodox 
churci>es with a membership 
million. The action of its 
Broadcasting and Film Commis-^ 
sion raises for broadcasters and 
telecasters a matter as delicate 
as political time. 
All four major network s—NBC, 
CBS, ABC and the Mutual Broad­ 
casting 
S y s t e m—now 
provide 
some free time to religious groups, 
chiefly 
during 
Sunday 
daytime 
hours, ABC and Mutual also sell 
time for an over-all total of 17 
religimis programs. CBS and NBC 
always have opposed selling time 
to religious groups and individu­ 
als. CBS remains unalterably op­ 
posed to the idea. 
But now NBC is 
polling its 
member stations to learn whether 
they 
would 
accept a 
carefully 
supervised TV program series by 
e v a n g e l i s t Billy Graham. A 
spok esman 
said the other day 
that NBC appears to be in a tran­ 
sitional stage in its view of the 
whole question. 
One of the most penetrating re­ 
mark s made on the matter .since 
the convmission adopted its reso­ 
lution is that of George Crothers, 
CBS director of education and 
religious broa<k asts. who said:
